Tom Flanagan Says Big Negro

Fought Himself Tired and
Then Flopped.

AGE AND POOR CONDITION

Factors that Defeated
and Not Kansas Cowboy's

Punches.

"All this talk about Wlllard's ft'

puttins Jack Johnson away
cold Is all poppy-cock- ," declared Tom
Flanagan upon his return to Toronto
from the Havana fight, according to
the Ottawa Free Press. "Johnson was'
no more knocked out than I was. He '

wasn't even knocked down. He was
simply hog fat, and couldn't go the
route with a big. strong- boy like Jess
Wlllard. He simply fought himself to
a standstill, and when he was so tired
he could scarcely stand up Willard
rushed at him. bumped into him. and
Knocked him down, and lie .stayed
down. He knew lie had no chance, and
so he allowed himself to be counted
out

"I want to tell ou that for nineteen
rounds Willard practically never laid a
glove on the old blat . master. He
couldn't. It waa marvelous the work
the old boy did in spite of his condi
tion. Why Willard couldn't have hit
him with a handful of shot as long as
his condition lasted. The old bov
iimply flailed that big Willard right
and left with both hands any time he
wanted to, but he couldn't stop him.
He only grunted and stood around and
took some more. The punches never
phased him. Johnson tried everything
lie Knew, and he couldn t put Willard
dow n. The big cowboy simply stood
up In the attitude of a fighter, took
what Johnson had to hand him, defend-
ed himself as best he could, and just
waited for the champion to wear him-
self out. He could have won in the
nineteenth round if he had known it.
At the nineteenth round Johnson's
gloves weighed a ton each. Ho was
so weary that he could not get off his
chair without assistance by his sec-
onds. His hands were dropped down
to the level of his hips. He couldn't
get them up. so the old boy propped
himself, opened out a big smile, and
waited.

"It was a great stall. Willard's sec- -
onus yeiieu frantically: 'lion t go near
him, Jess; he's stalling and waiting for

ou.' They simply screeched at the big
fellow, and you bet your life Wlllard
staved away. If the ring- had been a
quarter mile around lie would have
been half way across It. Well, the old
black boy stalled and gained strength,
and had something left for the twenty-secon- d

and twenty-thir- d, but he said to
me at the end of the twenty-fourt- h:

I'm gone what will I do? Say, when
he said that I want to tell you I think
I dropped a tear. He took his lacing
gamely, and when Wllard rushed into
him In the twenty-sixt- h round and fell
on him he simply doubled up and went
down and stayed. He might have tot-
tered to his feet, but what was the use?
Willard had exploded lift stall, and It
was only a case of measuring out the
punch."

He certainly tried hard to put that big
fellow away, but he was like a piece
of mahogany."
